Col. Fisher read ihe Finance Com- 


mittee's report, for himself and Col. 
W. P. Allen. .It showed receipts to 
have been during the year 531,004 and 
disbursements f 13,783.50, which, with 
the balance on hand last year, leaves 
$17,104.22 to the good. . 


Verbally Col. Fisher-reported that 


$25,000 was received -from the Bishop 
Trust, which was uninvested. This 
amount (had not been utilized to any 
extent for the reason that it might be 
required for a new building'. The 
scheme to build on the present site 
had been abondoned, However, for the 
reason that the character of the neigh- 
boring streets might not remain such 
as to make it wise to -have the library 
in that quarter. About $30,000 of the 
assets of the Association -was now out 
at good interest. 


Miss Bui-bank read the treasurer's re- 


port, showing receipts $29,162.14 and 
expenditures $28,728.77. 


Mr: LJghtfoot, at the request of Pro- 


fessor Scott, explained, his work in 
classifying the Books la the library on 
the decimal system. His talk was 
listened to with great interest. 


Dr. Rodgers read the following re- 


port of the Administration Committee: 
To the Officers and Members of the Ho- 


nolulu Library .and Reading Room 


- -Association. 
ladies and, Gentlemen:-—In the de- 


partment of work coming/under the 
supervision of this Committee, the last 
year has been one of quiet prosperity 
and steady progress, without sensa- 
tional features. 


The report of the Librarian will give 


in detail the additions to the library 
and the sources from which they'have 
been received, whether from gift or 
purchase. 


The two regular employees of the 


Association, the librarian and the jan- 
itor, remain as at the last report, and 
both have continued to discharge their 
respective duties with intelligence and 
fidelity, and to the entire satisfaction 
of the Committee. 


There have been, owing to changes 


of occupation and residence, severa. 
changes in' the person employed to 
•take charge of the library in the even- 
ings; the present incumbent is a lady 
of exceptional Intelligence, and prob- 
ably upon the whole, the best qualified 
for the place of any one we have thus 
far had. 


The floors of the building, which had 


come to present a very worn and shab- 
by appearance, have been stained and 
varnished throughout to the great im- 
provement of the general looks of the 
institution. 


A sliding ladder, to give more con- 


venient access to the upper cases on 
the Ewa side of the building, has been 
provided and has proved a great con- 
venience to the librarian and her as- 
sistant. 


The cost of these improvements, to- 


gether with some minor repairs and 
additions to the furniture and fixtures 
will be found in the report 
of 
the 


treasurer. 


The most important feature of the

The. oonceneu* of, opin- 
ion, ibowev«r, as gathered Jrom .Coast 
letters, seems to be that« further de- 
cline in -prices Is Imminent, lids Is 
what Willett- & Gray's last circular has 
*6 say of the situation: 


"The tendency «r tbe market dur- 


ing the .week under review (September 
29) has been towards slightly lower 
prices, and the only reason why there 
is no decline In raw sugars is because 
there are so few for sale. H there'was 
any pressure at all the- market -would 
go off, but Just how much. Is not evi- 
dent. The decline.might be limited 
to the parity of the beet markets and 
follow their quotations. This parity 
is now 4%c per Ib. for 96 test cen- 
trifugals, wnlch is only 1-16 under our 
nominal- quotations.,' Refiners are 
heavily stocked, with sugar and there- 
for* not inclined to increase their hold- 
tagtf with the dull season at hand and 
the large Louisiana, crop to he market- 
ed. The marketing of this crop gener- 
ally means lower prices for some 
montto. The beet crops now nave their 
foil Influence, while the Louisiana 
crop is being- marketed, hence, even' 
the aomewhat expected better state of 
the European markets may fall flat'for 
awhile longer, as there may even be 
a decline with the absence ol the ex- 
pected American demand. Those mar- 
kets have been held up tor some time 
by the circulating of misleading n? 
ports about the shortage of our refin- 
ers' stocks, and now such reports -are 
'coming ihome to roost* and the reac- 
tion may cause less desire to operate 
for the boll account than is anticipated. 
At the close the tone and tendency of 
both raws and refined are so much in 
favor of buyers that the next sate of 
raws may even show % cent decline.

October IS, with its duty free sugar 
soon after, will be a visible argument, 
and the very strongest that can be pre-

SlATAAFA'S 


ReturnedlSatnoa Chief Welcomed 


By His People. 


(Samoa Herald, Sept 24.) 


'" The Bussard arrived in port on Mon- 
day last having on board Mataafa and 
the other chiefs who were exiled with 
him, in. 1893, to the Marshall Islands. 
While there one of them, Mulipola, bad 
died, and his remains were brought 
back. During their stay there one of 
the chiefs met the fate of most men 


by getting married to a fair damsel of 
Jaluit and succeeded in adding to the 
population of Samoa a half-caste child 
which arrived at the same time. Be- 
fore leaving Samoa tbe captain of the 
Bussard very kindly and thoughtful! 
took on board a quantity of kava and 
taro, which we are sure was most ac- 
ceptable to the exiles. Whatever thei 
mental troubles may have been the 
returned inMbe best of health from 
physical point of view, proving tha 
the treatment accorded to them whil 
in exile has not been harsh. As i 
naturally to be expected their "return 
was made the occasion for seven 
demonstrations.

Sir William claims that the stock of 


nitrogen for plant food is rapidly fall- 
ing, and that unless there is soon a 
discovery of a new supply, we must in- 
evitably starve to death. Dr. Maxwell's 
reply, in brief, is that we have hardly 
touched the reserved stores of nitrogen, 
and that tie statement of facts made 
oy Sir Wdlliam are grossly incorrect 
and he points out where an abundant 
supply may be obtained, before resort 
is made to extracting nitrogen from 
the air itself.'

It will check 
the growth '''of alarm about coming 
starvation.

The navies of the world,, 
on the invitation of the French 
peror, gathered at the mouth of the 
Nile to celebrate the event : The Em- 
press Eugenie, owing to the necessary 
absence of the Emperor, represented 
the French cation, and received the 
homage of all.civilized nations. The 
splendor of the earth was laid at her 
feet If any woman should be the ob- 
ject of envy, it was she upon whom 
all eyes were fixed, not only by reason 
of her/position as the Empress of the 
French, but by reason of the admira- 
tion which' her presence and extraordi- 
nary beauty commanded., 
.What did she think of.it all? After 
she deserted the Tuilleries for -exile 
two years later, and the pallace had 
been sacked by the- revolutionists ier 
letters to the Emperor were stolen.

One must refresh the 
moral as one recruits the physical con- 
stitution, and an idea constantly dwelt 
upon ends by wearing oat the best or- 
ganized brain. I have experienced .this, 
and if, during my life, the beautiful 
colors of my illusions -have faded, 1 
now no longer wish to remember them. 
My life is finished; but I live again In 
my son, and my true joys, 1 believe 
ore those which, passing through bis 
heart, reach mine. Meanwhile I en- 
joy iny journey; the sunsets; the sav-

The 
Inauguration ceremonies of the new 
party were conducted on June 22. 
As a resutt-of this'-Marquis Ito re- 


signed the premiership, and Ws err 
ample was followed by all the other 
cabinet ministers. Marauis Ito, -bim- 
-self a man ot keen and far-sighted 
Judgment,- had previously urged th« 
necessity of changing a policy that held 
aloof from, political parties. But he 
met with no support, so he resigned, 
and In doing so he recommended to the 
: emperor as his successor Count Okuma, 


The emperor summoned Counts Qku- 


ma and Itagaki tp the court, and they 
were lntruste>l with the task of a cab- 
inet formation, with the result that 
Okuma accepted the premiership and 
at the eanve time became minister of 
foreign affairs. The change in the 
ministry was at .once announced and 
went into effect at once. ' 
This very thing was predicted by the 


late John A. Cockesill in 1895, when he 
was the Herald's special commissioner 
in Japan. In one of his letters Mr. 
Cocketill said, in speaking of Count 
Okuma: \'*WithouC ever •having Nset 
foot outside of Japan, and without un- 
derstanding a word of a foreign lan- 
guage, he seems t» have grasped the 
genius of his own country and the spir- 
it'ot the age more fully than any other 
citizen-of Japan with whom I have yet 
conversed. He is a great force today, 
although retired from all active politi- 
cal life and public service, II is the 
universal belief that should this war 
result In a political revulsion, as now 
geerdfl more than a probable, he will 
succeed Viscount Mutan in the foreign 
office, and he may even be lifted into 
the premiership, now held by Count 
Ito. This much is hoped for by the 
vast party behind him." 
Count Okuma is a native of f&zen, a 


province of Kyuiyn laland, and la near- 
ly sixty years old. But he ttlll calls 
himself young man. Hi» father was 
one of tb» Blsen clan, but waa net 
blesaed with an abundance of tola 
world's- goods. Meager as his oprxir- 
tunltle* were, Okuma DCVCT neglected 
an opportunity to cultivate tbe emi- 
nent tcbolarB and leading m«n of his 
lime, and he learned to tak« a de«p In- 
terest in tbe affairs of his country.

The company has already prepared 


ground for, and planted two hundred 
acres of sugar cane which is to be turn- 
ed over to twenty planters who are to 
cultivate the same in common and upom 
equal shares. At maturity the cane 
will be cut by the plantation, the ex- 
pense of which is to be borne by the 
planters, who, during the cutting of the 
«ahe will .-be'employed, in getting the 
same tp the mill. The "planters are to 
receive for their labor one-sixth of the 
net proceeds realized for the sugar 
manufactured from the cane grown on 
t£e land cultivated by them—each 
planter to receive of such one-sixth, an 


• amount proportioned to his labor in 
cultivating the same. 


The company will furnish the plan- 


ters with cottages in which to live, one- 
fifth of an acre'of land each, to be 
nsed for a kftcben, garden, fuel and 
•water for domestic use, and water for 
garden irrigation and when necessary 
the services of a physician, all free of 
«harge. The cottages each contain 
lour* large rooms, with verandas both 
in front and rear wkh at cook house 
12x12 adjacent- 
' 


The cottages are located about three 


miles from the mill on an elevation 
from which a grand view is had of the 
surrounding country. 


The company advances to each plan- 


ter eighteen dollars per month to be 
used for necessary living expenses un- 
til such time as the crop shall be har- 
vested, and sold and an accounting 
had, when, all money advanced will 
the proceeds. The men are all experi- 
enced farmers and should soon familia- 
rize themselves with the methods ne- 
cessary to insure the successful culti- 
vation of Hawaii's chief product 


When questioned regarding the clim- 


ate the new farmers say that it is ab- 
eurd for any one to- suppose that a 
•white man cannot be employed to do all 
the work upon a plantation that is 
now done by Japanese. They stated 
that they had been accustomed to work 
in the fields with the thermometer up 
to 118 deg. . 


The general public has evinced great 


interest in Manager Lowrle's experi- 
ment and will follow It very closely.
